Two of the 
three Judges for tjic Montreal de- 
bate will be Dean Evans, prominent 
Montreal clergyman and Mr. O. B. 
'Rexlord, vice-plnclpal of Commer- 
cial High School. 

The topic of the debate is of cur- j 
. rent interest and a large attendance 
is expected. This is the second 
•home and home debate scries be- 
tween McGill and Toronto since 
the end of the war. McGill were 
ihc winners of last year's debate 
and "we will be out to maintain 
their supremacy over their arch 
rivals," stated a mcmbec-of the So- 
ciety. Hie standard of debating is 
expected to be high, as the tncn 
from Osgoodc Hall arc well known 
for their skill in this field of col- 
legiate activity, and McGill is try- 
ing hard tot continue this year's 
^successfully begun debating season. 

The victory over Harvard should 
not, however, be taken as an indi- 
cation of an abundance of good; 
experienced ''debaters ' at McGill'. 
Tht Executive, in choosing the de- 
baters who would oppose 'Harvard, 
deemed that debate of such prime 
importance to McGill that our four 
bejt debaters should be entered in 
the one debating engagement. 
There Is a very real need for in- 
terest and participHtion in all Mc- 
Gill's debating activities. Several 
debaters of intercollegiate material 
have be^n discovered in "sideline" 
activities (i.e. Inter-faculty Debat- 
ing, Montreal Debating League, 
etc.), bul there is still room for a 
large increase in the number of 
participants in debating at McGill.

Flays Liberal 
Housing Plan 



"The inept-housing policies of the 
Liberal Government are driving 
the Canadian people to the black 
market," declared Mr. John.- P. 
Boylei who operates a real estate 
firm In Verdun, at a meeting of the 
Progressive Conservative Club of 
McGill yesterday afternoon. 

"Black markets are becoming 
prevalent throughout Ihe building 
Industry and the Liberal govern- 
ment's failure to check this spread 
through proper legislative action is 
one of the primary causes of the 
shortages existing lodaVi" he as- 
serted. < 

"Action must. bc> taken to eradi- 
cate the black market and delayed 
action only permits continued pro- 
fiteering, by those who arc break- 
ing the law at the expense of their 
less fortunate fellow Canadians," 
he said, adding that hope for alle- 
viation of this sifuation under the 
present regime -appears extremely 
doubtful. "Positive action con only 
come wilh a change of administra- 
tion and with John Brackdh as 
Prime Minister," slated Mr. 'Boyle. 

'The government musl^ prepare 
for peace as it prepared for war 
and no excuse exists for failure. If 
Canada can build such a mighty 
war machine, surely wc can build 
homes for peace," ho concluded.

Labor Record 
Is Outlined 
By Watson ,

"We "arc trying to build, demo- 
cratic socialism and maintain the 
democratic liberties of the British 
people" stated Sam Watson in a 
speech delivered yesterday in the 
Union ballroom. The meeting was 
sponsored by the McGill CCF club 
and attracted a turnout of approxi- 
mately 150 people. 

Mr. Watson, executive member 
of the British Labour Party, ;OUt- 
lined the Labour government's 
transition of Britain from a capl 
tallst to a socialist society. 
CRITICiZES c.r.' 
The speaker was very Informa- 
tive and disclosed much informa- 
tion, previously unknown to Cana 
dians because, as he said: "The 
Canadian Press seems very note 
worthy to a visitor for what it 
doesn't Eay about what the Labour 
government Is doing." The nation 
alization of the Bank ot England 
has enabled the government to do 
many things which previously 
were impossible, such as subsidiz- 
ing farmers and industries, so that 
the cost ot living in England has 
not risen a single per cent, since 
the Labour party took power in 
July, 1945. 

SOCIAL SECURriY v 
"We^dieve In compensation," 
was hls^tKeme of -the method in 
which the new socialist regime is 
nationalizing the basic Industries. 
Mr. Watson also outlined the de- 
tailed and comprehensive social se- 
curity program now in operation 
In England which gives every pos- 
sible medical treatment and hospi- 
talization as well as covering every 
possible loss of income, injury, etc. 

The speaker also outlined how 
the Labour government ^la safe- 
guarding traditional British liber- 
ties. In . the question period most 
of the lime was spent discussing 
British foreign .policy and the 
theme of this discussion was In Mr. 
Watson's own words, '"We have a 
foreign policy, even though you 
may not think it— we are making 
mlsiakcs".

To Judge Need 
» 

For Funds 

Final clarification and" details o£ 
the student veteran Loan Fund, 
which Is in operation now, were 
received by The Dally late yester- 
day afternoon. 

Administered by a Student-Vet- 
erans' Loan Board, the fund - was 
not introduced in lieu of Increas- 
ing the D.V.A. maintenance allow- 
ance, as is erroneously believed, 
but rather, it is designed to meet 
emergency conditions among the 
student-veterans. 

The four-man loan board, which 
consists- of the Bursar of the Uni- 
versity as Chairman, the Dean of 
the Faculty ot the applicant, tho 
D.V.A. Supervisor of Training, and 
the Students' Counsellor, Is author- 
ized to grant any student-veteran a 
loan not exceeding $500 for any 
academic year and not exceeding a 
total of $2,000. 

Main conditions governing the 
authorization of the grant stt^ 
that Ihe "student-veteran shall, 
subsequent to discharge, have suc- 
cessfully completed at least, one 
year's ■ ac a d em ic., work." ' Furtbor.

will be able to meet the repayment 
requirements." 

Interest free until the January 1. 
following graduation, the fund is 
then repayable with Interest ^at 5 
per cent, at the rate of not less than 
$250 of principal per year. 



UniVet Issues. Annual Éeport; 
Past President Lists Progress 



Over .4,000 part time jobs for. ap- 
proximately 300 student vétérans 
was the record of UnlVet last year, 
acording to Its official annual re- 
port printed below. The retiring 
president, Paul LeBrooy, in a state- 
ment to the Daily, cited these ac- 
complishments and emphasized that 
UniVet is chartered' as a non-profit 
organization and - (hat it started 
from scratch In October, '45. 

He added that the claim ot Len 
Starkcy in a recent front page ar- 
ticle that UniVet was not making 
money, was an error when consid- 
ered In the light of the, annual re- 
port. This report was communicat- 
ed to him while president of the 
McGIll Veterans Society with a 
balance sheet certified by a chart- 
ered accountant, Lc Brooy, contin- 
ued. 

The past president ot the Vet- 
erans Society was approached byj 



Le Brooy concerning the Incorpora-, 
tlon of UniVet "by the Veterans So- 
ciety, it was stated. No action was 
forthcoming. LcBrooy pointed out 
that his request was that the enter- 
prise be run by other student vet- 
erans chosen by the executive from 
the extensive membership. UnlVets 
was reorganized under, the jurisdic- 
tion of the Veterans Society, a short 
time after the election of the pres- 
ent executive.

"NO .ISSUE ON 
'AMATEURISM'" 



At the risk of repetition, it might be weir (o clarify the Daily's 
stand with regard to ama{eur spor(s. In our scries of articles on (ho 
present athletics set-up wc have never token Issue with the prin-' 
clplc of true ama(curism. There exists no doubt that the concept 
of sports for its own sake Is on idea which^ needs neither apology 
nor defense. BUT, and this is our central point, what happens in. 
practice and in theory- ore rarely tho identical thing. 

Representative Intercolleglsto sports are played for two 'reasons- 
prestige and the financial returns available. These financial returns 
permit the operation of on extensive intra-mural organization In 
which the vast bulk of the student body con participate. Obviouq}y, 
it is Imposslblo to run an enterprise that involves such tremenrous 
monetary cxpenditufeifait'antlntcrcolleglatc sports organization on 
anything less than' business 'principles. This is the attitude (hat has 
been adopted by the other members of the Intercollegiate Union 
and which we ourselves must either adhere to or withdraw from 
active college competition 

SHAM AMATEURISM 

The Daily has never commented upon the morality of this 
attitude but has concerned itself with the practical problem of pre- 
senting a solution to these two alternatives facing McGill. Theoretic- 
ally, the C.I.A,U. members pay lip service to amateurism but in 
actual fact the spirit if not the letter of the law Is being broken. As 
wc have pointed out in past articles, the same thing applies all over 
the Continent. The famed Ivy League which last spring piously 
announced that uihiotic scholarships had been banned have enrolled 
some highly coveted football talent this fall and at the current 
market price for football players we frankly doubt that these boys 
are amateurs. 

At no time have our articles been intended to offer, anything 
but constructive rather than destructive suggestions. It does seem 
apparent, however, that cither we play college sports under the 
same set of rules guiding Western' Queen's and Varsity or they play 
under our code. The latter potslbllify looks to be the more remote 
by far of the two. It is no secret that, even if tlie universities com- 
posing tlic C.A.U. wore to adopt a policy wherein no athlete is 
subsidized, many of those partaking in. college athletics would still 
not 'be amateurs in the true sense of the word, liho further the 
various professional' organizations extend their farm systems and 
tho larger arenas that the developing player has to perform in, the 
more likely it is that he will be subsidized. 

START FARM SYSTEM 

At the present time wc do not suggest that McGill go out on a 
program of paying players; there is, fortunately, no. pressing need 
for this. What wc do suggest In "the developing of a farm system 
amongst the high schools in this area. 

To take the game. of football as a basic example, the system 
would operates as follows. The McGill coach of tho football will 
gather the various high school éoachcs of the area together and 
explain his style of play. In short he would conduct a school for 
coaches and encourage tholr using his basic formations in their play. 
In addition he would keep himself abreast of the latest developments 
of tho gamo and pass this information along, as well as points on 
how to teach the fundemenlals of the game. > 

In return these coaches would try to steer their better players 
to this university. While It is true that there will be many players 
who will be attracted by the promise of financial help to other 
•areas, enough men will have been developed with a sound, basic 
knowledge to provide for continuous replacements, needing only 
the polishing of a more experienced coach to be a player capable 
of holding his own in the intercollegiate league. Of course, much 
of this hinges on the need for;hiring good men as coaches. Men 
who arc ablo to devote SUFFICIENT TIME to their tasks and this, 
natural!, implies the payment of SUFFICIENT REMUNERATION 
to enable them to do so.

Music Notes 



If the performance last night was 
a criterion on which all of this 
season's concerts by the Little 
Symphony are to be based., Mr. 
Naylor and his orchestra l]^.v<] pre> 
pared for their audience a series 
of concerts which will certainly 
Tank, among the finest. ever- given 
In the city. Plaudits for the suc- 
cess of last night's concert must 
be given to both the conductor and 
the members o( the orchestra. Sel- 
dom hss such fine work been turn- 
ed In by a Montreal ensemble. 

The principal work on the pro- 
gramme was the Mozart Symphony 
No. 35, the HaMner which was glv- 
en a copl, brisk performance that 
stressed the classical line of the 
music. This detracted somewhat 
from the essentially .Viennese char- 
acter of the "W'orl^but althc|Ugh 
the playing was far from a "gemut* 
. lich" performance it was indeed 
a memorable one. 

The orchestra did some of its 
finest work of the evening in the 
first and last movements but It 
seemed not susceptible to the lyric 
beauties of the slow movement. 

In the first half of the concert 
there was a performance of a suite 
from the Sibelius music for "Pclcas 
and Melisande", but it was only at 
brief intervals that the orchestra 
was able to soar to the heights and 
capture that undefineable, mystcr 
ious quality that is so essential for 
a truly great SiboHus performance, 
It was in this suite that the clarin- 
ets and oboes did some of tlieir 
most interesting work of the even* 
Ing. 

The Beethoven "Romance in F' 
for violin and orchestra was playtd 
by the concert-master of the orches- 
tra, Pierre losch, Mr. losch has a 
small, fine tone which fitted admir- 
ably with the style of the perform- 
ance. 

Herve Baillargeon, the solo flau 
tist of the orchestra, displayed his 
ability to handle the gymnastics 
of the flute In his performance of 
Griffes' "Poeme for Flute and Or- 
chestra". The ensemble was satis 
fled to give the listeners only a 
rather routine performance of a
